THEY FALL 


Veterans Again Answer 
the Bugle, 


Shoulder to Shoulder They Take 
Up the March. 


President. McKinley Heads the 
Grand Army. 


Through Walls of Cheering Human- 
ity the Remnant of the Mighty 
Host Proudly Takes Its Way. 
A Brilliant Spectacle. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

BUFFALO (N. Y.,) Aug. 25.—When 
the morning gun on the ramparts of 
the fort boomed a salute, the sun was 
obscured by a flurry of clouds which 
darkened into blackness in the west. 
A heavy mist rose from Lake Erie and 
hovered over Camp. Jewett and was 
carried back cityward by the fresh 
breeze from the west. But soon the 
sun broke through the clouds and gave 
promise of a brilliant day. 

Drums, beating the reveille, brought 
the comrades from their tents. Aides- 
de-camp in the gold lace of the Na- 
tional Guard of New York, dashing 
about the streets on horses, looked 


which they had been assigned. Men, 
women and children began to post] 
themselves behind the long, wide 
screens that had been spun all along 
the line of march during the night like 
an immense spiderweb. 

Excursion trains on every one of the 
many lines leading into Buffalo began 
to pour thousands of recruits into the 
already-congested thoroughfares, and 


pearance of bee hives from which a 
swarm is fiying. Gen. Clarkson and 
staff rode from the Iroquois Hotel to 
Hotel Niagara as soon as the staff as- 
sembled on Eagle street. 

In front of the Niagara Hotel the 
‘staff drew up in line, and Gen. Clark- 
son waited upon President McKinley 
‘to escort him to the head of the col- 
umn. At 10 o’clock the President left 
the Niagara, accompanied by an escort. 
All along the way to the point of for- 
mation the President was loudly 
cheered. At 10:30 o’clock the command 
to march was given, and the procession 
moved. To the roll of innumerable 
drums and the blare of trumpets, the 
Grand Army of the Republic, headed 
by the President of the United States, 
took up its triumphant way through 
rows of cheering humanity. 

THE DAY REVIEWED. 

BUFFALO, (N. Y.,) August 25.— 
Forty-five thousand men today 
marched through streets glorious in 
flags and bunting, receiving the ova- 
tions of a half million of people. The 
President of the Union which they 
fought to save, himself their comrade, 
was at their head. When the line of 
the Grdnd ‘Army procession moved, at 
10:30 this morning, the sky had not a 
cloud. The rainstorms of the night 
left a clear, bracing air that was like 
a tonic to the marching men. ‘The 
procession moved for 5 hours 42 min- 
utes. Along the route of march 100 
girls, dressed in the colors of the flag, 
scattered flowers in the path of the 
soldiers. 

President in a car- 
riage at the head of the procession, 
and waved his hat at the cheering 
crowd. At the reviewing stand he took 
his position with Commander-in-Chief 
Clarkson and Gov. «Black, and the 
headquarters staff passed in review. 

Of all the throng viewing the proces- 
sion, no one person was more en- 
thusiastic or more affected by the 
sight than President McKinley. With 
his hand on his hat, continually un- 
covering to the national colors or the 
salutes of the veterans, the President 
watched the array of proud veterans 
march by. It was certainly a column 
to inspire admiration. Such men as 
Secretary of War Alger, Gen. -Lew 
Wallace and Gen. John Palmer walked 
side by side with the negro or the 
decrepit pension whom they had to 
assist. 

The closing evehkt of the evening was 
a reception to ‘the* President. Other 
events tonight were a reception by 
Mrs. Catherine E. Hirst, president of 
the Ladies’ Auxiliary of the G. A. R. 
at the Iroquois Hotel, a reception by 
Mrs. W. C. Woodley, national presi- 
dent of the Army Nurses, and numer- 
ous receptions by minor organiza- 
tions. 

At 1:30 o’clock the President and 
Gov. Black left the reviewing stand 
just as the Department of Connecticut 
arrived at the place of review. lLun- 
cheon was served at a private resi- 
dence near by. The stay at luncheon 
was brief, however, ande«the President 
and Gov. Black were soon back again 
in the places, and the President was 
again bowing and smiling and lifting 
his hat to the veterans. 

It was nearly 5 o’clock when the 
last of New York's’ State division 
past the stand, and after nearly six 
hour’s of constant attention the Presi- 
dent and Gov. Black were driven to 
their hotel amid the huzzas of the old 
soldiers and the applause of the vast 
crowd. Throughout the entire day 
the great crowd was orderly, and 


there was no intrusion upon the Presi- 
dent, _The President admitted shat 


he was tired with the day’s work, but 
pleased. 


CALIFORNIA DELEGATES, 


They Hope to Win an Encampment 
for San Francisco. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

BUFFALO (N. Y.,) Aug. 25.—A 
large delegation of Californians ar- 
rived here last night. They have come 
with a two-fold purpose—that of dis- 
charging their duty as delegates to the 
G.A.R. encamfment and to boom San 
Francisco as the place of holding the 
next encampment or that of 1899. 

Should Cincinnati. get the encamp- 
ment of 1898, and everything now 
points that way, knowing as they do 
that Philadelphia will ask for it in 
1900, the Californians feel that they 
can capture it for the extreme West 
for 1899, if ever. There is a possibility 
of the encampment being given them 
this year, as Cincinnati has no other 
opponent fh the field, and the fight for 
both place and commander-in-chief- 
ship may lose the former to the Buck- 
eye State.

NO BRITISH GOLD. 


UNCLE SAM WILL HAVE TO DO 
WITHOUT IT. 


What the Governor of the Bank of 
England Says of the Financial 
Situation—Confidence in Ameri- 
ean Securities not Fully Re- 
stored. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIBE.1 

NEW YORK, Ayg. 25.—A dispatch 
to the World from London says: 

“TIT do not anticipate any private ship- 
ments of gold from England to the 
United States this autumn,” said Hugh 
Smith, governor of the Bank of En- 
gland, to the . World representative. 
“There may be some from the contin- 
ent, from France chiefly, but as far 
as England is concerned, I see no rea- 
son at present to believe we shall be 
sending away any considerable on 
tity of gold. 

“We have a very fair Liniodist here,”’ 
he continued, “not enough of course 
for our wants, but more abundant than 
the average. Besides that, it is proba- 
ble that the buying back of American 
securities by the United States will 
tend to equalize matters, redressing 
Whatever balance there may be. I 
can’t see any. tangible reason for be- 
lieving exceptional shipments are go- 
ing. Exchange remains very firm for 
one thing, and the» American bankers 
I have seen on the matter do not con- 
sider anything likely to happen to 
cause such shipments from England.’”’ 

There has been recently a substantial 
improvement in the market for Ameri- 
can securities, due almost entirely to 
American buying. 

“Has not the English investor re- 
covered confidence in American secur- 
ities ?”’ 

“No, I should sav not. There has 
been no change in that direction here. 
The difficulties of the Baltimore & Ohio 
have tended to check any inclination 
there might-have been. That was con- 
sidered among the soundest of Ameri- 
can securities, and the trouble in con- 
hection with it has had its effect. | 

“Then I may také it that banking 
opinion here is that American securi- 


ties here are still uncertain, unrelia-. 


ble investments.” 

“Yes, there is a feeling that Ameri- 
can finance is still in an unsettled con- 
dition. There has been no such res- 
toration of confidence as would be cal- 
culated to make any difference in the 


impression that has prevailed for some’ 


time, and as to your original question, 
my view on the whole is that there is 


no ground at present for expecting any. 


substantial movement 
America from England.” | 

“But will there not be large pay- 
ments coming due for wheat at its 
enhanced value?” 

“Yes, but mainly from the continent, 
not from England, where the harvest 
has been almost a bountiful one and, 
to a large extent, is saved already.”

EUROPEAN CROPS. 

SPRINGFIELD (Mass.,) Aug. 25.— 
An extensive inquiry into HEuropean 
crop conditions conducted by the Or- 
ange Judd syndicate of agricultural 
papers, including the American Agri- 
eulturist of New York, the Orange 
Judd Farmer of Chicago and the New 
England Homestead of Springfield, 
Mass., indicate that the food-crop sit- 
uation abroad is very grave. Estimates 
of the need of Europe ‘including Eng- 
land) for wheat imports range all the 
way from 300,000,000 to 400,000,000 bush- 
els. Europe’s wheat crops for 1895, 
1894 and 1893 averaged about 1,500,000- 
009 bushels. In the famine year of 1891, 
it was only 1,200,000,000. The impres- 
sion js gaining ground that Europe’s 
wheat crop this year is even less than 
in 1891. 

But this is not the worst of it. Eu- 
rope usually produces as much rye as 
she does wheat. It is bread grain of 
the masses. The rye crop of the prin- 
cipal European countries has averaged 
above 1,300,000,000 bushels annually for 
1896, 1895, 1894 and 1893. This season 
the rye crop of these countries cannot 
much exceed 875,000,000 bushels. Quite 
as bad is the potato prospect. Only 
about 1,870,000,000 bushels of potatoes 
will be harvested in these countries 
this year. Without regard to the 
United Kingdom or other European 
countries there is a shortage of some 
billion bushels of potatoes, 

European shortage compared with the 
average is as follows: Wheat, 300,000,- 
000 bushels; rye, 325,000,000; potatoes, 
1,000,000,000. |

BORDA KILLED 


Uruguay's President an 
Assassin's Prey.

Meager and Conflicting Notes) 
of the Foul Crime. 


One Report Has Him Slain at 
the Cathedral. 


The Second Attempt Which Had 
Been Made on His Life—The 
Murderer’s Name Given as Ar- 
redondo,

MONTEVIDEO, Aug. 25.—[By South 
American Cable.] Duriny the national 
fete held here today, President - J. 
Borda was shot and killed by an as- 
sassin. 

The fete was held in celebration of 
the independence of Uruguay, which 
was achieved August 25, 1835. 

According to one report the, assassi- 
nation of the President occurred just 
as he was leaving the cathedral, where 
a Te Deum had been sung. The as- 
sassin was arrested. 

Another account sAys the President, 
accompanied by his aide, Lieut -Ccl. 
Turrene, had been horseback riding. 
Just as he dismounted in front of the 
government palace 1 youth approached 
him, and drew a pistol. 

The assassin is a youth named Ar- 
redondo. President Porda died alrnost 
immediately after he was shot. Sefior 
Cuestas, president of the Senate, has 
assumed the Presidency of the republic 
ad interim. | 

Another attempt to assassinate 
Borda was made May 20, when he re- 
ceived a bomb sent to him from La 
Plata, Argentina. It was ina box, 
and so arranged that it would explode, 
but the box was turned over to the 
police and destroyed. 

SKETCH OF HIS LIFE. 


WASHINGTON, Aug.  25.—Idiarte 
Borda was born in the City of Mer- 
cedes, the capital of the Department 
of Soriano, and was about 50 years 
of age. His parents were French 
Basques, who settled in that city in 
1840. Sefior Borda received no other 
primary instructions than what could 
then be obtained in the country 
schools, and never attended college, 
Borda married a young lady of Mer- 
cedes, Dofia Matilde Banos, who sur- 
vives him. 

When Gen. Don Maximo Tages was 


elected President of the republic, 
Senor Borda was also elected to serve 
in the Chamber of Deputies as repre- 
sentative of the Department of So- 
riano. 

In the preparatory movement which 
had preceded the election of 1887 Sefior 
Borda had been appointed vice-presi- 
dent of the Executive Committee of 
the ‘Colorado’ party. In the prelim- 
inary movement for the last election 
and while Senor Borda was serving 
as a Senator, he was chosen to preside 


“Colorado” party. He was elected 
President for the term from March 1, 
1894, to March 1, 1898, 


DISCRIMINATIN G DUTY.

sel and has been a good listener and 
reader of opinions from others. He has 
sought the opinions of experts, and has 
many before him in addition to the 


briefs of the lawyers who appeared for 
the railroads. 

It is understood that the: Attorney- 
General had a conference with Col. 
W. R. Morrison of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, with whom this sec- 
tion was discussed. Col. Morrison's 
opinion is valuable because he has 
considerable experience in tariff legis- 
lation, as well as in constructing rail- 
way legislation, and believes that sec- 
tion 22 clearly imposes a discriminat- 
ing duty on goods coming from Japan 
and China in British ships to a Cana- 
dian port, and then into-this country 
over the Canadian Pacific Railway. 
Col. Morrison suggested to the Attor- 
ney-General that whoever worded the 
amendment to section 22 left little 
doubt as to its meaning.

Whether the new tariff ace should 
be construed as imposing the discrimi- 
nating duty in certain cases on Brit- 
ish, French, Portuguese and Japanese 
vessels and vessels of some other na- 
tionalities has not been determined by 
the Attorney-General, who now has the 
matter under consideration.

MRS. CRAIGHBAD AND TWO GRAND- 


CHILDREN OVERCOME. 


The Old Lady Rushed into Her Burn-

Five Thousand People Squat. 


Around the Town, 


Only a Few Have the Nerve to 
Prance Onward. 


Mud, Misery, Revolvers and Dance- 
houses—An Unknown Kills Him- 
self and Several Indians are 
-Poisoned—Rush for Grub.

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Aug. ,25.—The 
steamer Willamett@ of the .- Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company, which left 
Seattle August 9 with 850 men bound 
for the Klondyke, arrived back this 
morning at 10 o'clock. Entering the 
straits when every one was looking 
for the Portland, she was mistaken for 
that vessel. She was spoken by three 
tugs in the straits, the last one stop- 
ping her about 2 o’clock this morning 
out from Port Angeles. 

The Willamette took up the largest 
number of passengers ever sent to 
Alaska, but brought back only seven. 
Of thirty-six sailors who went up, only 
six returned, the others either deserting 
or quitting at Skaguay. News is re- 
ceived by the Willamette of the sui- 
cide of an unknown man on the Dyea 
trail and the poisoning of several In- 
dians at Sitka. There are éonflicting 
stories as to the condition of the: Skag- 
uay trail. 


The first day or two out on the trip 
there was much confusion and annoy- 
ance at meal time, especially in the 
steerage, where six hundred men were 
fed. The tables would only accommo- 
date about sixty-five, and consequently 
every plate had to be set nine or ten 
times. As fast as a man would get up 
another would slide in. The organiza- 
tion known as “‘the committee” 


to arrange with the steward some plan 
to avoid confusion. The steward's 
plan was for “‘the committee” to allow 
only enough men in the saloon atoncea 
to fill the tables. But every one wanted 
to be at the first tables, so that plan 
failed. 

The story of putting eight men in 
chains was denied by the officers, but 
they admit that one man who was 
drunk and threatening, was handcuffed 
and tied to the bridge. They say 
he was put off at Seattle before start- 
ing. However, there is reason to be- 
lieve that “the committee’ caught 
three men in red-handed crime and 
put them off at Juneau on the way-up. 
A revolver and.a fur cap were reported 
as stolen on the way’ up to Skaguay, 
but the articles were found afterward. 
A set of false teeth was also swept out 
by the men who were cleaning up on 
the return trip. 

The damage done to the goods by 
the horses amounted to $80, which 
amount the purser paid to the “‘com- 
mittee’ before leaving” Skaguay. The 
horses were unloaded on the wharf 
at Skaguay with only the loss of one 
animal. This horse was accidentally 
pushed into the sea. It had just been 
brought up out of the steamer’s deck 
where it was very warm. The cold 
water at once chilled it through and it 
soon sank in the icy water. 

Another accident occurred while the 
unloading was in progress. Fred Laf- 
ferty, one of the crew, was knocked 
in the water by the bungling work of 
one of the ‘sailors who was handling 
the tackle. There was great excite- 
ment for a minute and the icy water 
A rope was 
thrown him, however, as quickly as it 
could be procured and he was hauled 


out® A smalf amount. of supplies be- — 


longing to the miners was also lost 
overboard. 

The city of Skaguay is described as 
a place of 5000 people. For five miles 
up the trail there are tents all along 
on both sides, 
the people there have never been any 
distance at all up the trail. Rain and 
mud and discontent and confusion pre- 
vail everywhere. The men have a se- 
vere respect for the Vigilance Commit- 
tee, but they refuse to obey any authore 
ity when it comes to working on the 
trail. Buildings are going up rapidly, 
and stores and saloons are opening 
every day. The first dance-house and 
saloon was opened while the William- 
ette was in port. It is run by Billy 
Chapman, formerly of Juneau. He 
took up a piano and the “opening”’ was 
celebrated with a grand free dance. 
Chapman took in $134 the first hour 
that the dance-house was open for 


drinks, and the venture had not been 


very well advertised, either. 

On the outside of #he dance-house is 
a tree upon which several significant 
notices are posted, and from a limb 
of which dangles a new one-inch rope 
with a noose. This was put there by 
the Vigilance Committee, and it is more 
effective than a hundred volumes of 
statutes against crime. The notices 
read: ‘“‘Free dance tonight,” “Packers 
wanted on the trail. Apply to Mack& 
Company,” “Saddle horses wanted—no 
cheap hat-racks.”’ 

There are many restaurants at Skag- 
uay, but the fares poor. 
unloading of the Willamette was in

He says one of his ,friends 
had stopped at Skaguay. <An_ ac- 
quaintance in the crowd asked what 
the man left up north was doing. 
“Oh, playing horse,” replied the dis- 
appointed passenger, and then he went 
on: “The Skaguay trail is the worst 
place you ever saw. There is one 
place that the greenhorns don’t seem 
to know about. They pile a pack on 
a horse, and when the horse gets to 
this bad place the pack hits against 
the rocks, and, of course, makes the 
horse step out to keep his balance. 
Down goes his feet, and over goes the 
horse. I saw one mule turn three 
complete somersaults, and the owner 
never went after his pack or any- 
thing.” 

Purser H. W. Skinner, of the Wil- 
lamette, says that only one-tenth of 
the miners now at Skaguay and Dyea 
will get over the passes, but that if 
they do not it will not be because the 
two passes are not in condition for 
travel. Men of skill, who are accus- 
tomed to mountain-climbing, have not 
made a failure of sending horses over 
the divide,

It took him 
from March to May 1 get his 
freight over the pass with one man, 
two horses and eight dogs. ; From 
Lake Linderman to Dawson City he 
was fourteen days. 

When the Coleman left St. Michaels 
there were about twelve men waiting 
to come out on the steamer Portland, 
and another steamer with passengers 
was expected down the river before 
the time set for the sailing of the Port- 
land from St. Michaels. The men wait- 
ing at St. Michaels all had from $5000 
to $15,000, but mo phenomenal strikes 
were reported by them. 

With regard to ascending the Yukon, 
Mr. Metcalfe said it takes from twenty 
to twenty-five days to go from St. 
Michaels to Dawson City and parties 
leaving Seattle later tham August 20 
will have about as.much chance of 
reaching Dawson this fall as they have 
of flying’to the moon. 

The Lippy claim on Bonanza Creek, 
from which gold amounting to $112,000 
was taken, he says, was one of the 
best developed claims in the group. 
Others will doubtless prove just as 
rich when fully developed. The first 
claim $ocated on Bonanza Creek was 
named Discovery, and is recognized by 
miners as the center of the field, other 
claims being mumbered each way from 
it. Sixty claims are now located above 
and ninety below Discovery, in all 
fiften miles being taken. On Eldorado 


_ Creek, which empties into Bonanza, 


sixty claims are located, twenty ‘near- 
est the conjunction of the creeks be- 
ing fabulously rich.’ From one claim 
located on the Skookum Gulch, a trib- 
utary of Bonanza Creek, N. W. Por- 
ters of Denver and Joseph Goldsmith 
of Juneau took $5000 in nuggets, ignor- 
ing the fine gold. They afterward sold 
the claim for $25,000 in cash. They 
worked only four weeks on Bear Creek, 
a small tributary to Klondyke, which 
is also remarkably rich in gold. 

BR. E. Jones of Berkeley, Cal., said: 

“I should say there are about twen- 
ty-five hundred people in Dawson City 
and on the eréeks about here. This 
summer only about. twenty claims 
have been worked, and thus far not a 
large sum of money has been taken 
out, Most everybody is getting ready 
for’ the winters’ work which will be 
pushed as vigorously this year as last. 
As far as I can estimate, the great 
wealth of the Kiondyke is holding out. 
Stil the ameunt of gold: that ‘will come 
down this fall will not be as large as 
estimated in some quarters. 3 

“I should say that there will be in 
the, neighborhood of 175 men down by 
the Portland and Excelsior, and a 
very faip. average to each man would 
not exceed’. $10,000. Many will bring 
down practically nothing. I would not 
care to say What the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company has in gold on hand. At 
one time gold was so plentiful at Daw- 
son that. «p did not know what 
to do with MH. The trading company’s 
safes were filled and the stuff was 
packed away in saloons and in any 
place minerg coyld find. But most of 
the gold was taken out when the clean- 
upg were competed last year. Since 
then there has not been such a large 
amount of gol@ coming out, as the wet 
season does not permit of excavating. 

“This coming winter there will be 
about six hundred claims in active op- 
eration, They will nearly all do welj 
acoording to present indications, and 
next winter’s output will be  propor- 
tionately as large ap last, although 
there will not be as many very rich 
atfikes.

ELLIOTT KNOWS NOTHING. 


Dr. Jordan Disposes of the Former’s 
Ideas on Seals.

PALO.ALTA, Aug. 25.—Dr. Jordan, 
president of Stanford University, says 
that the opinion of his friend, Prof. 
Elliot, relative to the branding of 
seals, is entitled to no especial notice, 
because Elliot knows nothing what- 
ever about the subject. 

“As a matter of fact,” he added, 
“the branded sealskin in the posses- 
sion of the Treasury Department was 
burned up while the pup wore its 
black coat. After the wound had 
healed and had been replaced by the 
new coat, which corresponds to that 
of the adult seal, it was killed and 
skinned, 


“There is no question that it is per- 


fectly feasible to brand ~seals, and 
that the brand will remain perman- 
ently as it does on a horse or cow. 
One man can brand female seal pups 
at the rate of 1000 a day. The brand 
will grow with the growth of the ani- 
mal. ‘The water hairs will hide it to 
some extent, but the part of the skin 
on which it appears is permanently 
spoiled for the furrier’s purpose. 


“The adult seals can also be branded 


without injury, but they are not so 
easily handled. As to the allegation 
that the handling of seals will frigh- 
ten them and drive them to some other 
island, there is no foundation in it. 
They mind it no more than sheep be- 
ing sheared,”

Charges Dell Gomez With the Mur- 
der of His Brother.

SACRAMENTO, 25.—J. P.

ANNUAL CONVENTION OF ‘THE 
BAR ASSOCIATION. 


President Woolworth Calls. the 
Meeting to Order and Ex- 
presses Thanks. 


OVER A HUNDRED DELEGATES. 


COMMITTEE ON INTERNATIONAL 
LAW MAKES A REPORT. 


Indorsement of the Treaty of Arbi- 
tration With Great Britain. 
The President Urged to 
Put it Through, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
CLEVELAND, (0O.,) Aug. 26.—The 


first session of the twentieth annual | 


convention of the American Bar Asso- 
ciation was ealled to order at Associa- 
tion Hall this morning, about one 
hundred and fifty delegates being pres- 
ent. President J. M. Woolworth of 
Omaha, Neb., was in the chair and 


first intorduced Judge Samuel J. Hunt,. 


chairman of the jJocal committee on 
entertainment. Judge Hunt greeted 
the delegates as co-workers in the 
cause of good government and =$the 
maintenance of public order. 

President Woolworth responded 
briefly and introduced Hon. James H. 
Hoyt, who also welcomed the dele- 
gates on behalf of the members of 
the bar of Clevéland. Vigil P. Kline 
had been expected to deliver the ad- 
dress, but for an unavoidable reason 
was absent, and Mr. Hoyt was drafted 
into service at the last moment. - His 
impromptu address was highly appre- 
ciated. 

President Woolworth again thanked 
the members of the Ohio bar in general 
and the members of the Cleveland bar 
in particular for their cordial welcome, 
and then read his annual address. 

The Committee on International 
Law submitted the following report: 

“Your committee have corresponded 
with numerous Senators of the United 
States, and its chairman conferred also 
with President Cleveland and Mr. Ol- 
ney, the Secretary of State under 


whose auspices the treaty of arbitra- } 


tion between the United States and 
Great Britain, which was transmitted 
to the Senate for its ratification Janu- 
ary 11, 1897, was negotiated. 

“The address of Lord Chief Justice 
Russell, the report submitted to the 
association by your committee at its 
last meeting, and innumerable other 
documents and speeches have exhib- 
ited very plainly the great diversity 
of the plans for the establishment of 
arbitrary tribunals which have been 
considered, and discussed ° for any 
years, and some of which, trom Wme 
to time, have been adopted with réf- 
erence to particular cases. This, is a 
subject upon. which there may natur- 
ally be differences of opinion, and pos- 
sibly some of the different plans may 
have equal merits. The great advan- 
tage of the method embodied in the 
beforementioned treaty is that it is 
the result of long and very careful con- 
sideration by two eminent men, Lord 
Salisbury and Mr. Olney, whose official 
position made it their duty: to.consider 
the question.and.decide. upon it. | 

It seems to your committee that the 
diversities of opinion referred to should 
now, for the sake of harmonious and 
concerted action, be laid aside, and 
that it is in the interest of interna- 
tional arbitration that the influence of 
this and kindred associations should 
be brought to bear in favor of the 
adoption of substantially the plan em- 
bodied in the treaty. This seems to 
your committee still more clear in 
view of the fact that the treaty re- 
ceived a majority vote.in the Senate. 
although not the necessary two-thirds 
vote to complete the ratification. 

“The rights of both parties are care- 
fully protected. If Great Britain 
should have a territorial claim against 
the United States the award would not 
be final unless the British counsel 
should succeed in convincing twa 
American judges that the claim was 
just, and .vice versa. 

“It seems to your committee that 
the especial advantage of the ratifi- 
cation of such a treaty is this: The 


claims that are difficult to settle by 


negotiation are those that give rise 
to angry feelings on one side or the 
other. Popular governments are neces- 
sarily somewhat influenced by popular 
clamor. It was probably only by the 
personal influence of Queen Victoria 
that Lord Palmerston’s dispatch in 
reference to the seizure of Mason and 
Slidell was so softened down as to 
make it practicable for Secretary Se- 
ward to negotiate and finally to sur- 
render the two. prisoners, whose ar- 
rest he was obliged to admit was con- 
trary to international law. 
“Certainly, at that time, we had a 
very narrow escape, and it could 
hardly be expected that such an ex- 
traordinary circumstance should oc 
cur again. With an arbitration treaty 
in force, it would not be necessary un- 
der such conditions to make an agree- 
ment for arbitration. The agreement 
would be made in advance, the ma- 
chinery would be provided and _ the 
natural thing to do would be to ‘ap- 
point the arbitrators and let the matter 
be discussed before them. The decis- 
ion would involve delay and before its 
announcement popular excitement 
would measurably subside. 
“The objection is often taken fo any 
arbitration treaty that the court has 
no power to enforce its decisions, But 


your committee believes that experi- 


enee shows that this objection, which } 


seems plausible at first, is without 
solid foundation. During the past 
thirty years many controversies be- 
tween the owners of capita] and their 
workmen’ have been referred to ar- 
bitration. No law has. ever been 
passed compelling submission to the 
award of arbitrators under such cir- 
cumstances. It would be difficult and 
perhaps impossible to procure the en- 
actment of such a law. Yet, experi- 
ence shows that these awards are gen- 
erally submitted to by both sides. The 
very fact that obedience is not com- 
pulsory, is the strongest possible ar- 
gument to the arbitrators to make a 
just award, which shall command re- 
spect upon its merits. The case is one 
of those so frequent in history, in 
which liberty of action, secured by 
law, has been of itself a safeguard 
against hasty and unreasonable action. 
The exercise of liberty tends to in- 
duce a sense of responsibility. Your 
committee, therefore, recommends for 
adoption the following resolution: 

‘Resolved, that this association 
learned with much satisfaction that 
the treaty of arbitration between the 
United States and Great Britain, which 
was transmitted to the Senate of the 
United States January 11, 1897, received 
the approval of a majority of the mem- 
bers voting upon the question of arbi- 
tration, even though the majority was 
not sufficient to ratify the treaty. °

THE INDIAN WAR. 


SITUATION OF THE BRITISHERS 
GETTING WORSE. 


Khybar Pass is in the Afridis’ Hands 
and Other Posts are Threatened. 
Fall of Fort Ali Musjid a Se- 
rious Blow—Ameer’s Loyalty. 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

BOMBAY, Aug. 25, 11 p.m.—[By In- 
dian Cable.] The latest dispatches re- 
ceived from the frontier stated that 
the situation is getting worse. It is 
evident that the Indian government 
must face a grave crisis, involving 
heavy expenditure and probahly great 
loss of life. 

The government is confronted with 
the following state of affairs: Khy- 
bar Pass has fallen into the hands of 


_the Afridis; the posts in Kurram Val- 


ley are threatened by the powerful 
tribe of the Orakzai, the Mohand 
tribesmen are meditating a renewal of 
hostilities around Fort Shabakdar, 
while thousands of troops-are engaged 
in crushing the revolt in the Swat Val- 
ley and two large brigades are holding 
the Tochi Valley, where the Mahsud- 
maziris are again restless. 

The authorities are convinced that 
Fort Ali Musjid could only have fallen 
after desperate fighting, as the native 
garrison of Khybar Rifles was made 
up of men who rendered valuable as- 
sistance in the Black Mountain expe- 
dition of 1888. The fall of the fort is 
a serious blow, for it isolates Fort 
Lundi Kotal, which is at the extreme 
end of Khybar Pass, garrisoned by 300 
Khybar Rifles, and necessitates the 
prompt conquest of the _ pass. 

The wildest excitement prevails 
among the Hindoo traders at Banu_on 
Kurram River. It is reported that 7000 
Waziris intend to swoop down there 
tonight to attack the town and massa- 
cre the inhabitants. The Mullah anw 
his emissaries, especially those from 
the Afghan Governor of Kost, are ac- 
tively stirring up the Waziris, who are 
also affected by the disloyal attitude 
of the Kurram tribes and emboldened 
by the knowledge that the garrison at 
Banu is very weak. Somewhat more 
hopeful intelligence comes from the 
Swat Valley, where the Bonerwals 
have opened peace negotiatfOns. The 
authorities expect that this will have 
widespread influence, especially if it is 
followed by submission. 

THE AMEER LOYAL. 

LONDON, Aug. 25.—The important 
news that the Ameer has sworn fidelity 
to Great Britain has a reassuring af- 
fect both in India and here, as tending 
to remove any doubt as to his loyalty. 


A Treasurer’s Ex-Clerk Arrested. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 25.—Wil- 
liam P. Heany, formerly a clerk in the 
treasure?’s office, was arrested in El 
Paso, Tex., today on a dispatch from

DIDN’T SAVVY THE GAME, 


PROSECUTION OF FAN-TAN PLAY- 
ERS FALLS THROUGH. 


Jury Instructed to Render a Ver- 
dict of not Guilty, Because the 
Arresting Officer Could not 
Minutely Describe the Play. — 


The trial of Ah Jake and Queng 
Queng for conducting a fan-tan game 
came to an abrupt end in Justice Mor- 
rison’s court yesterday. It was all 
because Officer McGraw could not 
Swear positively that the players drew 
four “beans” or nickels at a_ time, 
which is one of the essential features 
of the game of fan-tan. The officer 
swore that he was satisfied in his own 
mind that it was a genuine fan-tan 
game he had raided, yet he did not ob- 
serve whether four or more or less 
was the draw. 

At the conclusion of the evidence for 
the prosecution, Justice Morrison \and 
the attorneys for both. sides held a 
brief conference, after which the Jus- 
tice announced that he did not consider 
that the. prosecution had made out a 
case. He accordingly instructed the 
jury to acquit the defendants, without 
hearing any evidence in their behalf. 
The jury did as instructed. & 

Deputy District Attorney Chambers 
then moved that the complaints against 
the twenty-seven alleged players be 
dismissed, and it was so ordered. 

Several of the jurors afterward said 
they were convinced that the defend- 
ants were guilty as charged, but in 
view of the technical point raised 


against the evidence offered by the, 


prosecution, and the instructions of the 
court, they could not do otherwise than 
acquit the culprits. 

Most of the jurors, after visiting 
the place where the game was alleged 
to have taken place, complimented 
Officer McGraw on his accurate de- 
scription of the surroundings. His 
testimony was frank and consistent all 
the way through, and it was only be- 
cause he did not have an opportunity 
to observe all the details of the game, 
so that he could swear to all the min- 
ute facts, that the case fell through. 

There is great rejoicing in China- 
town over the failure of the police to 
get a conviction in this case, and the 
heathen are again at their old tricks. 
The game at Ah Jake’s resort was, in 
fact, resumed several days ago, and 
is again running in full blast, new 
furniture and paraphernalia having 
been purchased expressly for the pur- 
pose. 

The police realize how difficult it is 
to get evidence that will make a case 
of this kind stick, but they say they 
will not quit trying. More Chinese 
raids may be looked. for in the near 
future. 


BICYCLE BURGLARS. 


Examination of Filkins, Briden and 
Miss Melendez. 

C. W. Filkins, Jasper Briden and 
Francesca Melendez were before Jus- 
tice Morrison yesterday afternoon for. 
examination on the charge of burglary. 
The. complaint alleged that they 
broke into the cyclery of W. W. Watts 
on Figueroa street several weeks ago 
and abstracted three bicycles. One 
of the wheels and a pair of shoes that 
fitted in the tracks left by the burg- 
lars were in evidence. After hearing 
part of the testimony of witnesses, the 
case was continued till this morning. 
Filkins and Briden will probably be 
held to answer. There is no evidence 
to connect the girl with the actual 
commission of the burglary, a fact 
which she seems to appreciate, judg- 
ing by her giggling in court while the 
examination was in progress yester- 
day.

LOST IN A TYPHOON. 


Steamer Cheang Hi Taong Goes 
Down With Twenty-one People.

LONDON, Aug. 26.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A special dispatch from Shankhai 
says the steamer Cheang Hi Taong, 
Capt. Scott, bound from Penang, 
Straits of Macca, off the west coast of 
the Malay Peninsula for Japan, foun- 
dered in a typhoon. Of the thirty-two 
members of the ship’s company twen- 
ty-@ne were drowned. 
’ Capt. Scott, as the vessel sank, com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself with 
a revolver. The eleven survivors ex- 
perienced the most terrible suffering 
from exposure in open boats for five 
days under the intense rays of a 
tropical sun and with no water. 


NECKS NOT BROKEN, 


SIX ALLEGED MURDERERS STILL IN 
AN ARKANSAS JAIL. 


Ringleaders in Saturday’s Riot at 
Kendall’s Mill Still at Large. 


Sheriff Scouring the Country for 
Them. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.1 

LITTLE ROCK (Ark.,) Aug. 25.—The 
reported wholesale lynching in Cleve- 
land county proves to have been pre- 
mature, though it is liable to occur at 
any time. It seems that the ringlead- 
ers in Saturday’s riot at Kendall's 
mill have not yet been captured. The 
only definite information received from 
the scene of the trouble this evening 
is contained in a _ special dispatch to 
the Gazette, as follows: 

“RISON (Ark.,) August 25.—B. O. 
Smith, Frank Matthews, Frank Wright 
and George Callahan, the main actors 
in the murder of T. T. Johnson near 
Kendall on Saturday last, are still at 
large. There is no mistake about the 
murderous participation in this bloody 
affair of the negro Wiley, lynched on 
Sunday night.” 

There are six negroes in jail here at 
the present time charged with being 
connected with the murder 
Johnson. Two of the number are 
thought to be innocent, but the other 
four are believed to be guilty. Great 
excitement prevails, and it is diffi- 
cult to state what the outcome will 
be. The Sheriff is scouring the coun- 
try for the ringleaders with great de- 
termination, and it is thought they 
cannot escape.

LONDON, Aug. 25.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] The special dispatches to the 
Times and other mornig papers all re- 
mark the spontaneity and the bound- 
less character of the enhusiasm, so 
unusual among the Russian people, 
which has been evoked by M. Fauer’s 
visit, in strong contrast to the recep- 
tion tendered Emperor VGilliam. Even 
the heavy rains have not prevented 
immense crowds from turning out to 
welcome the guest of Russia. 

TMhe St. Petersburg correspondent 
of the Mail says that Emperor Nich- 
olas and the Empress were present 
last night (Tuesday) at the dinner at 
the French Embassy. The menu card 
was artistically decorated with alle- 
gorical designs by Clairin. The Em- 
press attached hers to the handle of 
her fan to keep as a souvenir. She 
has quite lost her girlish look, and is 
now a stately woman of magnificent 


presence. She wishes to attend the 
luncheon to be given on board the 
French warship Pothuau. 

The official dispatch from St. Pe- 


tersburg to Paris makes no mention of 
the presence of the Czar and Czarina 
at the embassy dinner, but says that 
M. Faure had Baron Mohrenheim on 
his right and the Countess of Monte- 
bello on his left. Covers were laid for 
fifty-five, and M. Hanotaux and M. 
Muravieff were present. 

M. Faure’s bed is the one which 
has been used successively by Em- 
peror Francis Joseph of Austria-Hun-

BAD PEOPLE. 


Wild Excitement at a Camp of Ne« 
Laborers,

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 25.—The camp 
of negro laborers at Unity, near the 
striking miners’ camp at Plum Creek, 
which has a record for lawlessness un- 
equaled in this State, is to be broken 
up. During the past month there have 
been several murders and a score or 
more of shooting scrapes at the camp, 
in which many of the negroes were in- 
jured. Last night three negroes were 
shot, and on Sunday one man was 
killed and several more dangerously 
wounded. 

Yesterday was pay day at the tunnel, 
and it almost marked the arrival of 100 
colored women of the worst character 
at the colored camp. With the advent 
of these women and lots of bad liquor, 
all records for lawlessness and disor- 
der at the camp were broken, and the 
wildest excitement ensued. So bad 
has the situation now become that 
even the railroad superintendents on 
the work are afraid to enter camp. - 

Tomorrow the company will march a 
strong guard of heavily-armed men 
into the Camps and drive out all the 
women and gamblers at the muzzles of 
Winchesters. This done, a dead line 
will be drawn about the camp and 
they will not. be permitted to return.

The esti- 
mate of the City Auditor was $113,454 
and contemplated an addition of ten 
patrolmen to the present force, but 
made no provision for a signal-alarm 
system, nor for a new patrol wagon | 
and horses. Mr. Gibbon addressed 
the Finance Committee upon the needs 
of the department. He urged the great 
importance of increasing the police 
force by twenty men, the establish- 
ment of a police-signal system and the 
purchase of a new covered patrol 
wagon and horse in place of the one- 
horse open wagon now used. Figures 
were presented by Mr. Gibbon show- 
ing that San Francisco has one police- 
man for each 500 of population, New 
York one for each 425, while Los An- 
geles has only one for over 1200 of 
populatien. The city covers forty-five 
square miles, and with the present 
force there are less than two Officers 
per square mile. 

The importance of .providing more 
adequate police protection to the city 
was strongly urged and Mr. Gibbon 
observed that he considered the Police 
Board exceedingly moderate in asking 
only for one officer to each. 1000 of pop- 
ulation.

An Amicable Suit Brought to Settle 
a Point of Difference. 


An amicable suit was commenced 
yesterday in which certain points con- 
cerning the conduct of the Home for 
Aged People, founded by Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Hollenbeck in this city. There 
is a difference in’the interpretation of 
the deed of trust between Mrs. Hol- 
lenbeck and the trustees. who hold it. 
The trustees hold that the institution 
is intended for a home for indigent 
women and children. Mrs. Hollenbeck 
and the managers, however, contend 
that the by-laws set forth that per- 
sons of good moral character eli- 
gible to become inmates, and that 
males can be taken in as well as fe- 
males, and homeless children. 

The suit is brought by Attorney- 
General Fitzgerald upon complaint 

f one John D, Fisher, an inmate of 
the home. - Fisher and his wife en- 
tered the institution last October. The 
trustees held that in compliance with 
the trust deed, Fisher would not be 
entitled to the advantages oof the 
home, 

The suit is the outcome of an amica- 
ble arrangement between Mrs. Hollen- 
beck and the trustees, the board be- 
ing composed of John D. Bicknell, 
Frank A. Gibson, J. M. Elliott, Charles 
Ll. Batcheller and J. S. Chapman. 


It is clear that Mrs. Hollenbeck in- 


tended the home for the benefit of 
aged persons of both sex, who were 
unable to obtain a livelihood with 
their own hands. The pending suit 
will seriously impair the usefulness of 


the institution until finally settled in 
the courts.

BALTIMORE (M4d.,) Aug. 25.—There 
are now in port loading full or part 
cargoes of grain fourteen, steamers in- 
cluding the Knight Bachelor .of 4092 
tons.

A PREPOSTEROUS PROPOSITION. 


One of the most remarkable de- 

velopments in connection with the 
Klondyke craze is the claim made by 
W. J. Arkell, of Frank Leslie’s Weekly 
and Judge, to # large portion of the 
Alaska mining region, on the ground 
that an expedition which was_ sent 
to Alaska several years ago by Mr. 
Arkell? on behalf of his weekly, went 
over the present site of Dawson City, 
or thereabouts, and noticed some gold 
in the creeks. Mr. Arkell’s wild and 
woolly proposition continues to be dis- 
cussed in a serious manner, and an 
Associated Press dispatch, published 
in THe Ties of yesterday, states that 
he has mide a deal for the sale of a 
part of his property to a syndicate; 
also, that Chauncey M. Depew is said 
to be a member of the syndicate, to- 
gether with some of the Vanderbilts— 
a statement which may properly be 
doubted until it is confirmed, for the 
reason that those gentlemen are not 
‘likely to take stock in such a wild 
proposition. 
_ AS THE TIMEs said, when this sub- 
ject was first broached, the idea that 
Mr. Arkell has any proprietary rights 
in the gold-bearing region of the 
Yukon, because an expedition sent out 
by him noticed that there was gold 
there several years ago, is altogether 
too preposterous to be considered seri- 
ously. It is not even claimed that the 
members of the expedition made and 
recorded any mining locations up 
there. Even had they done so, their 
rights in such locations would have 
lapsed long ere this, for lack of per- 
formance of assessment work, which 
is demanded as a condition of holding 
mineral claims in all civilized coun- 
tries. It would be just as reasonable 
for some parties who rode over the 
site of Randsburg years ago, and 
picked up a stray nugget or two, to 
lay claim to the mines of that camp. 

Those who are foolish enough to in- 
vest money in Mr. Arkell’s gauzy 
scheme will certainly lose every cent 
of it. 


A UNIVERSAL DIVORCE LAW. 

The National Bar Association is do- 
ing a wise and commendable thing’ 
in taking up the question of a uni- 
versal divorce law for adoption by all 
the States. Our present, system of 
free-and-easy divorce is a sad com 
mentary uppn the manners and morals 
of the people of America, and it is 
high time for a reform in that direc- 
tion. When this law is adopted, it 

should contain an interstate clause 
which would make it a crime for di- 
vorced persons to go from one State 
to another to é6vade the statutes, and 
provide adequate punishment for such 
evasion. 

It is not unlikely that the recent 
decision of Judge Allen of this city 
on the subject of high-sea marriages, 
may settle the status of those pro- 
ceedings; but if not, the new law 
should clearly’ define the rights and 
powers of sea captains and make it 
clear whether, by taking a boat to a 
point a few miles off land; eloping 
couples can escape the law governing 
in the State in which they reside. 

The slack methods of our courts and 
the lax morals of the population in 
regard to divorces are certainly in 
need of reformation, and the pro- 
posed law is one that will win general 
and enthusiastic approval.

WHEAT AND SILVER. 

The strenuous efforts which the sup- 
porters of the late Mr. Bryan are 
making to explain the discrepancies in 
their well-known theories regarding 
wheat and silver are decidedly amus- 
ing, and also somewhat pathetic. Be- 
fore the election of November, 1896, 
these embryotic statesmen were abso- 
lutely certain that the election of 
McKinley would cause the gold dollar 
to “appreciate,” and that consequently 
the values of all other commodities, 
including both wheat and_ silver, 
would continue to decline, to the great 
advantage of “the money power” 
(whatever that may be,) and to the 
ruination of everybody else. They 
were also certain that the business 
depression would be greatly intensi- 
fied by the triumph of sound money 
and protection, and that the entire 
business interests of the nation (ex- 
cepting, always, that vague and inde- 
terminate entity “the money power,’’) 
would be forced into bankruptcy. 

In all essential respects the lugu- 


brious predictions of the Bryanites’ 


and calamityites (same thing) have 
come to naught. Maj. McKinley was 
elected; protection and sound money 
triumphed; but the results have been 
diametrically opposite to those pre- 
dicted by the calamity statesmen. The 
gold dollar, instead of growing dearer, 
has decreased in value, relative to its 
purchasing power. In other words, 
there has been a distinct advance in 
the values of many staple commodi- 
ties. Silver, alone, has declined in 
value, in utter disregard of its theo- 
retical kinship with wheat. And the 
industrial world, instead of suffering 
paralysis, has received a wonderful im- 
petus. Activity has taken the place of 
stagnation. Confidence has replaced 
distrust. The fresh, red blood of en- 
terprise is coursing through the veins 
and arteries of trade. Prosperity has 
taken the place of depression. Progress 
has superseded retrogression. 

It is natural that the. calamity- 
mongers should flounder a great deal 
in their efforts to explain these things 
without confessing in direct terms the 
absolute falseness of their theories. 
This was expected. But the weakness 
of their cause is indecently exposed 
when they attempt to place the whole 
responsibility upon divine Providence, 
as most of them are doing. They 
now declare that the great business 
revival which is spreading in ever- 
widening circles over the land is due 
entirely to the fact that the wheat 
crop is short in some of the wheat- 
exporting countries, and that it is not 
at all due to the triumph of sound 


principles at our last national elec- 


tion. And they confess that the down- 
ward course of silver is plainly due 
to a decreasing demand for that metal. 

Thus silvercrat statesmen, in 
virtually acknowledging that there is 
no real relation between the price of 
silver and the price of wheat, argue 
themselves out of court. They con- 
fess that it is all a simple matter of 
supply and demand, and in the light 
of that confession their elaborately- 
formed theories vanish into the thin- 
nest of thin air. ~ 

The simple truth of the matter is 
this: Wheat has advanced by reason 
of an increased demand and a reduced 
supply. The increased demand is due 


market by reason of revived and re- 
viving industries, and to increased re- 
quirements for export. Both these in- 
fluences have been potent in advanc- 
ing the price of wheat, and it is ab- 
surdly false to say that the foreign 
demand alone has caused the advance. 
Other commodities (not including sil- 
ver) have advanced, not because of 
any increased export demand, but in 
response to the quickening and re- 
vivifymg effect of awakening indus- 
tries. When markets are dormant, 
when industries languish, prices de- 
cline. Conversely, when industries re- 
vive and the markets become active, 
prices advance. | 

These facts are so plain and simple 
that the silvercrat statesman, though 
a fool, should be able to comprehend 
them without the use of the trepan. 

But, of course, the calamity-mongers 
must have some way of escape. from 


the awkward predicament in which 


they have been placed by their own 
fatuity and the cold logic of accom- 
plished results. Perhaps it is just as 
well that they attribute the whole 
matter to divine Providence. Even 
that is essentially an optimistic and 
cheerful view of the situation. As a 
general proposition, providence lends 
its aid fo the right side. The Repub- 
lican administration and the Repub- 
lican party will certainly be safe in 
preferring the approbation of Provi- 
dence to that of the Demo-Silverpop 
aggregation.

TO A JUSTIFIER OF LYNCHING. : 


The Fresno Expositor - proceeds at 
length in a recent issue of that paper 
to defend its justification of lynching, 
and, incidentally, reads the riot act 
to Tur Tres for its criticisms of the 
famous judge who executes the pris- 
oner and tries him afterward. 

Our esteemed Fresno contemporary 
cites a hypothetical case, that of a 
father whose child has been the vic- 
tim of a brute’s lust, or a husband 
whose wife has been outraged, and 
justifies him for taking the law in his 
own hands; but that is a case so far 
removed from the ordinary lynching 
episode that it is in no sense analo- 


‘gous. 


Should a man catch another red- 
handed in the act of outraging one 
of his female relatives, or any other 
woman for that matter, it is a fairly 
safe proposition that were he to kill 


the beast on the spot there is no jury 


in the land that would convict him 
of murder; on the contrary, he would 
be applauded for the act. But one man 
is not a mob, and the man who slays 
the robber of his wife or daughter’s 
honor is not a lyncher. 
done by mobs of men. The practice 
of lynching has nothing to commend 
it, for it is not only a crime against 
the guilty, but an outrage upon the 
innocent. Many a guiltless man has 
been strung up by a lawless mob 
without a chance to prove his inno- 
cence, and this fact alone is sufficient 
argument against the practice of fily- 
ing at conclusions and hanging men 
at haphazard without the benefit of 
judge or jury. With lynchings made 
the rule, what man would be safe in. 
any community? How easy it would 
be to trump up a charge against an 
enemy, set the bloodhounds upon his 
trail, and then capture him, that a 
noisy and senseless mob might, in its 
fury of passion and excitement, string 
him up to the first lamp-post or tele- 
graph pole! A man who justifies mob 
rule justifies just such acts as this, 
and ‘he who stops to reason must see 
that in that direction lies anarchy. 
This is a land of law and order, and 
not one where the mob can try its 
prisoners and execute them out of 
If there are crimes for which 
the laws do not provide adequate pun- 
ishment, let public sentiment be 
aroused until our legislatures are com- 
pelled to pass the necessary enact- 
ments. But in God’s name let us not 
turn the dissolute populace loose to 
become judge, jury and executioner, 
to the breaking down of all forms of 
law and all rules of order; We have 
courts and lawyers, and there are 
freeholders to sit upon juries. These 


constituted authorities must be left to 


deal with criminals or we are worse 
than barbarians—we are a brutalized, 
bloodthirsty race of savages, worse 
than the cannibals who infest the 
islands of the South Seas, for they are 
half-human beings only, who do not 
know any better. 

_ What is needed is a speedy enforce- 
ment of the laws, a curtailment of 
prisoners’ privileges, a raising of the 
standards of our courts, and an in- 
crease of respect for them in the 
minds of the people. The public jour- 
nalist who defends the practice of 
lynching is sowing dragon’s teeth, and 
lucky will he be if some day they do 
not turn and rend him; for “as we 
sow so shall we also reap.” 

It is the duty of every honest, law- 
abiding citizen and every conscientious 
journalist to set his face like a flint 
against all forms of law-breaking, 
whether it be that of the mob or the 
individual. This is the only safe line— 
any other leads to the point marked 
“Danger,” and the danger may come 
home some day to him who least ex- 
pects it.

Power-house of the Federal Coal 
Company Seton Fire and Burned 
by Three Unknown Men. .

No Marching, but Individual Mise

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 25.—The power 
house of the Federal Coal Company, 
operated by E. W. Powers, at Federal, 
Pa., on the Pittsburgh, Chartiers and 
Youghiogheny Railroad, was burned 
shortly after midnight. The flames 
Spread rapidly, and great difficulty 
was experienced in saving the tipple. 
There seems to be no doubt that the 
fire was of incendiary origin, as thr * 
men were seen running down the rail- 
road a few minutes before the flames 
were discovered. The loss was 
$5000. Since the strike started Powers 
has made himself unpopular by 
threatening to import colored men and 
start his mines. The Federal mines 
are operated by machinery. 

Striking miners are accused of 
poisoning mules in Sterling mine No, 
8 at Hastings, Pa. One mule ded 
and another is missing, and four mor 
are extremcly sick. é 

WILL REOPEN THE MINES. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 25.—Represen- 
tatives of all the coal operators met 
at the Monongahela House this morn- 
ing behind closed doors to devise ways 
and means for reopening the mines 
immediately at all hazards. If the 
strikers do not respond to the notices 
to be posted at all mines, offering them 
work, others will be employed from . 
distant places. 

PAY-DAY OCCURRENCES. 

PITTSBURGH, Aug. 25.—No march- 
ing was done by the miners in the 
De Armitt region in the early morn- 
ing. The roads are in bad shape from 
the recent heavy rains. The men 
Ssauntered out in small groups and 
continued their missionary work 
among the miners. 
' This was pay-day at Oak Hill, and 
the campers believe that since the 
men have received their money they. 
will join the strikers. 

At Plum Creek the strikers seem to 
be losing ground every day. Today. 
the company decided that every.man 
who did not go to work at once could 
not go at all hereafter. 

It is said that the De Armitt Com- 
pany has held back in wages at the 
three mines about $20,000. The com- 
pany clatms that the reason the out- 
put of coal has been so small with 
so many men at work was because 
many of the men simply went into 
the mines to keep their jobs, not work- 
ing any more than they had to. Now 


the company says they are all work- 
ing hard. 

There were no evictions. Super- 
intendent de Armitt said that he had 
no reason for hurrying the men out 
of their homes, and would give them 
a few days more grace. 

The colored railroad laborers’ camp 


strikers’ camp at Plum Creek, has 
been in turmoil for the last twenty- 
four hours. It was pay day yesterday 
and trouble started as soon as the 
men got their money. During the night 
three more colored men were shot, but 
none will die.

SERIES OF SENSATIONS. 


MAJ. HORACE BEMAD A VERY 
LIVELY AFTERNOON. 


Whipped Young George . Rice, Got 
Arrested for Battery and Had 
His Law Books Stolen by M. V. 
Biscailuz, an Erratic Attorney. 


There was a series of exciting events 
at the office of Maj. Horace Bell in 
the Bullard Block yesterday afternoon, 
which resulted, first, im the bodily in- 
jury of George Rice Jr.; second, in the 
arrest of Maj. Bell for battery, and 
third, in the arrest and incarceration 
of M. V. Biscailuz for petty larceny. 

Young Rice, who is.a member of the 
printing firm of George S. Rice & 
Sons, called at the major’s office, 
shortly after noon to collect a bill al- 
leged to be due for printing the Porcu- 
pine, a weekly publication for which 
Maj. Bell has been responsible for, 
lo, these many years. 

Maj. Bell refused to pay the bill on 
the ground that the debt was not 
contracted by him personally. Rice 
alleged that some $40 of the indebted- 
ness had been incurred while Maj. 
Bell’s son, Charles A. Bell, was owner 
of the paper, and all the rest, except 
$15, since the major himself resumed 
management.of the journal. The $15 
exempted was also charged to Maj. 
Bell, but was personally guaranteed 
by a late lessee of the ‘paper. 


Hot words were spoken during the. 


dispute over the bill, and at length 
Rice called Bell.a liar, so the story 
goes. Then Maj. Bell rose in all his 
wrath. He is a mighty man of valor, 
and has fought many a battle in de- 
fense of personal dignity or wounded 
honor. The fierce Numidian lion is 
tame in comparison to the doughty 
major when once his wrath is kindled. 
Although nearing the limit of the al- 
lotted age of man, Maj. Bell retains 
his manly vigor well. (Straight as an 
arrow, strong as the oak and tall as 


the towering sequoia, he is an adver- . 


sary to be dreaded. 

Trembling with rage, and with fire 
flashing from his eyes, Maj. Bell went 
for young Rice. “No man can call 
me a liar live,’ he ‘is alleged to 
have asserted. .TFhen he fell upon 
Rice and smote him with his cane, and 
with his fists and kicked him out of 
his office. 

Rice, smarting from sundry welts 
and bruises, hied himself straightway 
to the Police’ Court and swore out a 
complaint charging Maj. Bell with 
battery. A warrant was issued for 
the major’s arrest, and Constable J. 
Harry Johnson speedily served it. 

While Maj. Bell was in the Constable’s 
office, arranging for his bail, a. mes- 
senger came and informed him that 
M. V. Biscailuz was seen coming out 
of the. major’s office with several 
valuable law -books under his arm. 
Bell wanted the Constable to go at 
once to intercept Biscailuz; whose pro- 
pensitie&S for petty stealing have more 
than once manifested themselves. The 
‘Constable, assured Maj. Bell that Bis- 
cailuz would be looked after in due 
time. 

The matter of bail was soon ar- 


ranged, and then Maj. Bell swore out. 


a warrantt for BiScailuz’s arrest on 
the charge of. petty larceny. It seems 
that while Bell was in the custody of 
the Constable, Biscailuz went to his 
office and stole three or four valuable 
law. books, the lates edition of the 
State. codes, 
just purchased. The elevator boy saw 
Biscailuz making way with the books 
and knowing something. &bout the 
fellow’s ‘necord, sent word to Maj. 
Bell, telling him of the occurrence. 
During the course of the afternoon 
Police Officer Stewart found Biscailuz 
and placed him under arrest. He had 
already disposed of the books for a 
few dollars. Stewart recovered the 
books, and Biscailuz is) now in jail, 
which is by no means a novelty to him. 
Biscailuz has a history that reads 
like a romance, He is of Basque de- 
scent and was born in. Los Angeles 
about forty years ago. He started in 
life at the humble calling of herding 
sheep. Afterward he studied law and 
was elected to the City Council. He 
failed in his examination for admission 
to the Los Angeles bar, but, learning 
that lawyers could: be made by act of 
Legislature in Kansas, he took up his 
residence in that State and succeeded 
in getting a bill passed to admit him 
to the bar of the Supreme Court of 
Kansas. Armed with his Kansas cre- 
dentials he proceeded to Washington, 
D. C.; and was admitted to the bar of 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Then he returned to Los An- 
geles and on the strength of his eastern 
credentials was admitted to the bar of 
this State by the Supreme Court of 
California.” Thus the humble sheep- 
herder became privileged to practice 
law in the highest courts in the land. 
Biscailuz’s star was then in the as- 
cendant. By some good fortune he 
became associate counsel in the admin- 
istration of the rich Oxarart estate. By 
hook or crook he managed to become 
possessed of a small-sized fortune, and 
then the Los Angeles bar contained no 
gayer member than Martin V. Biscai- 
luz, Esq. His silk hat was the glossiest 
tile in town; his linen was immaculate, 
and his carriage and pair were the 
envy, even of members of the local 


400. This was not all of his good for-. 


tune, for Biscailuz had, in addition to 


wealth, an estimable wife, and was the 


father of a family. 

But his happiness and prosperity did 
not last long. He began to live a fast 
life and dissipated his property. Ere 
long he was “on the hog train,”’ as the 
railroad boys term it. Biscailuz be- 
came so broken in fortune, so intem- 
perate in habits and so erratic in con- 
duct, that his wife asked for and was 
granted a divorce. That was about 
two years ago, and since 
“crazy Basque attorney,” 
miliarly known, has gone from bad to 
worse. 
occasions for petty embezzlements and 
forgeries, and has been before a lunacy 
commission, but was not deemed in- 
sane enough to. be sent to the asylum. 
His once-immaculate linen is now 


soiled; his glossy silk hat has been re-_

AN AMERICAN BANKER IN EU- 
ROPE. The New York .correspondent 
of the Philadelphia Ledger recently 
had an interesting talk with Mr. Sherer, 
manager of the New York Clearing- 
house, which, next to the United 
States Treasury, is the greatest finan- 
cial institution in the country. Mr. 
Sherer had just returned from a trip 
to Europe, which was practically his 
first vacation in forty years. In Lon- 
don and Paris he met the leading bank- 
ers, and was cordially received at the 
Bank of England. Bradstreet’s gives 
the following: condensation of Mr. 
Sherer’s interview: 

‘Mr. Sherer returns more than ever 


a believer in an American policy. By 
that he does not mean a jingo spirit. 
He does not want to go-to war 
with anybody. England, he says, 
wants to continue at peace 
with the United States, with 
which it has such immense business. 
relations, but England would like to 


be regarded as the elder brother of this 
country. It would like to dominate 
our markets, control our commerce. 
it feels irritated when we 
legislate for our own interests instead 
of those of English manufacturers. 
Most of the pessimism now existing in 
London regarding the situation here is, 
no doubt, due to the passage of the 
Dingley Tariff Bill. There is much 
talk there also, he says, in regard to 


our currency system and the delay in| 


reforming it. But Mr. Sherer returns 
more than ever believing that this 
country is not yet prepared to adopt 
England’s free-trade system. No doubt 
that system is best for England, whose 
present commercial preéminence is the 
result of a thousand years of advanc- 
ings civilization. One is dazzled now 
by the greatness of English capital 
and trade, but does not see the hun- 
dreds of years of agricultural and in- 
dustrial misery and slavery which 
have produced the vast accumulations 
of capital. As to currency reform, Mr. 
Sherer, speaking for himself, told his 
English hosts that the election of last 
year settled forever, in his opinion, 
the fate of free silver, and that our 
currency was now firmly and lastingly 
fixed on the basis of gold, and with 
returning prosperity and the treasury 
Supplied with sufficient revenue there 
was no need of haste in the matter of 
reforming the currency. Mr. Sherer 
heard not one word about international 
bimetallism, although he waited for 
some one to introduce the subject. As 
for himself he does not believe it prac- 
ticable. Mr. Sherer returns, therefore, 
believing it wise to legislate for our 
own interests independent of what Eng- 
land may think. He believes that when 
London seés that we are eager to take 
all the stocks and bonds it is willing 
to sell, and that our prices continue to 
advance independently of what, it 
thinks and does in regard to our situa- 
tion, it will rapidly change front. Mr. 
Sherer says that the London Clearing- 
house is a small affair as compared 
with the one here. It is only a conven- 
ience to one section of the city, and its 
business represents only a small part 
of the banking transactions of London. 
Our people would not sanction the 
creation of a bank like the Bank of 
England, but the American system of 
clearinghouses takes the place of a 
parent bank, and, without any of the 
objections which might be urged 
against a monopoly or comibnation, 
they, nevertheless, serve as a mighty 
bulwark in times of trouble.” 


COMMERCIAL, 


THE BIG WHEAT CROP. There 
will be no trouble for the farmers of 
the United States to market at good 
prices the big wheat crop with which 
Providence has blessed the country 
this year. Not only do the leading 
countries of Europe need American 
Wheat this year, but Australia, and 
South Africa and India, and even the 
Argentine Republic, which has hitherto 
been a great competitor in wheat- 
growing, will need to draw on the 
United, States to make up for the de- 
ficlency which exists in those countries. 

It is gratifying to note that this year 
the farmers, and not the middle men 
and speculators, will reap the benefit 
of steadily-advancing prices of wheat. 
The farmers are well informed in -re- 
gard to the _ prevailing conditions 
throughout the world, and will not let 


buyers get their grain for less than it 
is worth. 


WHERE AMERICAN . VESSELS 
LEAD. Consul-General Haywood, at 
Honolulu, reports to Commissioner of 
Navigation Chamberlain that during 
896 American vessels numbering 247, of 
243,983 tons, entered at Hawaiian ports, 
while vessels of all other nationalities 


numbered 139, of 234,014 tons. These are 


the only foreign ports where a major- 


ity of the carrying trade is now under |. 


the American flag. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS, 

THE BEET-SUGAR SITUATION. 
The American Agriculturist recently 
published an excellent article on the 
beet-sugar situation, which shows that 
the editor of that paper is well in- 
formed in regard to existing conditions 
in the sugar business. He expresses 
the opinion that, were it not fon the 
Hawaiian uncertainty, the new tariff 
would be fairly encouraging to farm- 
ers and capitalists wishing to engage 
in the domestic industry. The Agri- 
culturist then goes on to Say: 

“The new law provides no bounty 
for the domestic producer, but by al- 
lowing the free’ admission of sugar 
from the islands gives. Hawaiian mo- 
nopolists a bounty of more than1% cent 
per pound. This and the danger 
that the islands will be annexed by 
action of Congress néxt December are 
the influences that retard the rapid de- 
velopment of our own beet-sugar in- 
dustry. These influences will be felt 


most strongly on the Pacific Coast. In| 


the central and middle sections of the 
country the sugar trust is the main 
factor to be reckoned with. It is 
evidently favorable to the multiplica- 
tion of factories for’ producing raw 
domestic sugar, but opposed to plants 
that will refine the sugar. The trust 
wants to retain its monopoly of refin- 
ing, and it will make great efforts to 
do so. As a matter of business, 
however, it makes no difference to the 
trust whether it refines domestic or 
imported raw sugar, provided the sup- 
ply is sufficient to keep the refineries 
going. 

“On the other hand, the trust’s vio- 
lent opposition to the domestic sugar 
industry would create a public senti- 
ment that would affect the great mo- 
nopoly most disastrously. It is now 
known that had the Senate. sugar 
schedule become a law, the fa- 
vor it bestowed upon the trust 
would have made its steck 
worth $250. This great advan- 
tage was knocked in the head by pub- 
lic opinion and by the farmers’ de- 
mands as voiced by the American 
Sugar-growers’ Society and American 
Agpriculturist. The advantages se- 
cured by the farmers in the sugar 
tariff as passed are credited, by those 
who know the situation, largely to this 
journal and society. But for these 
agencies it is evident that not only 
would agriculture have got less, but 
the trust would have got.more. As to 
the location of new sugar factories, 
much will depend on the outcome of 
this season’s experiments in beet cul 
ture. With proper assurance of an 
abundant supply of beets of good qual- 
ity, a factory under the present tariff

should be a good proposition ‘for all 
concerned.” 


STEAMSHIP TRANSPORTATION. 
A few days ago the wires brought in- 
formation from New York that a new 
clipper line was to be established be- 
tween the Atlantic Coast and Califor- 
nia, by way of Cape Horn. According 
|} to the San Francisco Call, the new line 
is known as the Atlantic and Pacific 
Transportation Company. Henry D. 
Walls of Fifteenth and Market streets, 
Philadelphia, will manage the eastern 
business of the company, and the 
Johnson-Locke Mercantile Company of 
No. 204 Front street will be the general 
Pacific-coast agents. 

Within the next thirty or forty days 
lines will be laid for five steamers for 
this company. They will be completed 
in about fifteen months, when they 
will immediately be placed in commis- 
sion between New York and San Fran- 
cisco, to supersede the sailing vessels 
of the company. These steamers will 
be named after counties of California. 

Already one vessel has been commis- 
sioned, and will sail from New York on 
September 10 for San Francisco. Ac- 
cording to the journal quoted, in addi- 
tion to these vessels, which will run to 
San Francisco, others will be put on 
exclusively for trade with Portland, 
Or., and Los Angeles. The intention 
is to make the trip around the Horn in 
fifty days, or only a little more time 
than is now consumed by the Isthmus 
route, with its breaking of bulk and 
extra handling of cargo. This new 
freight competition will be of the great- 
est advantage to Los Angeles. While 
waiting for the Nicaragua Canal to be 
completed, the new steamship line will 
Berve as a very acceptable substitute.

NEW YORK MARKETS,

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—The weekly crop re- 
port of the Agricultural Department at Wash- 
ington was the depressing influence in the 
stock market today, as it was a stimulating 
influence upon the prices of wheat and corn. 
The opinion expressed in the government re- 
port of unfavorable condition of the crops and 
of impaired yield in spring wheat was of some 
import to the grain-carrying roads not to 
bave a marked effect on the values. There 
were various times during the day when a 
struggle was made against the prevalent de- 
pression and when prices seemed embarked 
on an upward course. But the fact would 
recur that a large part of the long advance in 
the price of grain-carrying roads has been 
predicted upon the abundant crop which it 
was expected was‘to be moved, and prices 
would turn downward again. Prices above 
yesterday’s closing at any time during the day 
are exceptional, and those where they re- 
mained above at the close are still fewer. 
The fact that settlement day on the London 
exchange developed no short interest or cov- 
ering demand was to some extent disappoint- 
ing to the bulls. The heaviness in all depart- 
ments of the London exchange, growing out 
of the evidence of serious affection in the 
northwest frontier of the Indian Empire, ex- 
ercised more sympathetic influence in the 
local market. ommission-house buying was 
on a much-reduced scale and there was a lull 
of the activity on the part of the large 
monied interests which have- been prominent 
in the market recently. The sales’ total was 
not more than one-third of that shown by the 
dealings on some days of the recent period 


of activity. The extreme dullness at the de-

cline indicated a healthy tone of the market, 
the liquidation at no time being heavy, and 
the resistance at a given point being firm. 
The market enjoyed an occasional rally under 
the leadership of some ind:vidual stock which 
was influenced by a development especially 
affecting it. A simultaneous rise in Sugar, 
Tobacco, Starch and Bay State Gas at an- 
other time rallied the market. A seiling 


‘movement in the last hour of trading carried 


prices to the lowest of the day and left the 
general list fractionally below last night’s 
level. Northern Pacific preferred was a weight 
on the market, owing to its poor showing of 
earnings. The bond market showed less weak- 


ness than stocks, being generally higher. Gov-. 


ernment bonds were dull and slightly firmer.

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—There was a pause 
in the downward movemnt of wheat prices 
today, and at the lowest point of the ses- 
sion there was a rise of 4 cents a bushel 
from yesterday's close, but this was still 
342 cents under the highest figure of the 
The market started out 
with bulls in control, and a spirited com- 
petition for wheat between local shorts and 
continental houses. Prices ran up to 98 
cents on this bulge, against 95% cents last 
night, but on a succeeding cloud of selling 
orders in realizing and for short account, 
dipped to 96%, from which it rose steadily, 
reaching 99% in the early afternoon on good 
all around buying,led by Chicago. Local spec- 
ulation roused into pronounced activity sev- 
eral times during the day, not only at the 
opening, but. as was the case yesterday, there ' 
was little or no feverish excitement in the 
pit. The big bulls who engineered the re- 
cent advance were all understood to have 
secured their profits and trading developed 
in favor of the small operators, who, like- 
wise friendly to wheat, were afraid to per- 
Sist in aggressive actions. Cable news was 
bearish, with the single exception of Liver- 
pool which, after opening lower, rallied 14@ 
1%, and then, easing off slightly, closed at 
24%.@2%d off from last night, Paris markeis 
opened and closed lower, the final figures 
being 35@40 points off on wheat and 65 cen- 
times to one franc lower on flour. Ant- 
werp was one point lower for the day, and 
Berlin unofficially 8 marks lower, so that, 
with the exception of early foreign breaking 
and the rally, today’s cable news was detri- 
mental to confidence to the bull side. The 
publication in a prominent American trade 
journal cf an estimated reauiremnt of be- 
tween three and four hundred millions bush- 
els by Europe this year was a confirmation 
of the most extreme bullish views on ex-. 
change. Near the close the market was 
firmly inclined by rumors that exporters had 
picked up something like 800,000 bushels at 
New York and out ports today. Final figures 
for the day were at 2%@3 cents advance over 
last night. Sentiment after ‘change was 
rather partial to the bull, side on the idea 
that prices have had a sharp enough break 
to shake out a great lot of burdensome long 
wheat, allowing the market to rest on a 
healthy basis again. Total transactions to- 
day were upward of 14,000,000 bushels. At 
the close No. 1, Northern New York, was 
quoted nominally, 1.09% f.o.b. afloat. The 
corn market was active and higher, with 
wheat gaining %@1 cent for the day.

Here js 
part of it: ‘‘The applicant shall execute to the 
city of Riverside and file with the ‘clerk 
thereof a bond in the penal sum of $2000, with 
two or more sureties, who shall be residents 
of the city of Riverside, and shall each jus- 
tify in the penal sum for which he becomes 
surety over and above all his just debts and 
liabilities, exelusive of property exempt from 
execution; said bond to be conditioned that 
the applicant for such permit will faithfully 
obey all the provisions of this ordinance or 
will pay any fine assessed against him for 
the violation of any part thereof; said bond 
to be approved by the Board of Trustees of 
the city of Riverside. Nor shall the Board 
of Trustees grant such permit unless accom- 
panied With the written consent of the owner 
or owners of at least two-hirds of the land 
in the square or block where said hotel is 
situated. Nor shall the Board of Trustees 
grant such permit to any person whose hotel 
is in any building used in part for State, 
county or mufficipal purposes, nor within one 
hundred feet of any building used for State, 
county or municipal purposes, or within one 
hundred feet of any caurch or schoolhouse.’’ 

The druggists are also looked after. The 
ordinance declares it to be unlawful for them 


‘‘more than once’’ on a physician’s prescrip- 
tion, “unless such prescription be reg'stered 
in a book, showing the name of the person 
receiving such prescription, the physician giv- 
ing it and the quantity delivered, which said 
book shall be open during all business hours 
to the inspection of the City Marshal or his

first filled.’’ 

The latest question propounded in connec- 
tion with the ordinance is, that if it prevents 
the serving of wine or beer with meals at the

THEY WERE TRYING TO START A
